One of the oft-repeated statements of 


republican newspapers and orators and

buy a bushel of corn; then 148 grains 
of silver would buy a bushel of oats, 
now 87 grains of silver will buy a 
bushel of oats; then a pound of cotton 
cost 66.0 grains of silver, now 18.5 
grains of silver buys a pound of cotton 
On examination, we find this reasoning 
to hold good in every thing purchas- 
able with money except gold. 
Silver 


must be shown to have fallen in rela- 
tion to what it buyo, or your assertion 
is wrongf and this I defy any living 
man to prove to the contrary. 
When 


did silver have the greater purchasing 
power, tlieu or now? I answer, now, 
in everything purchasable with money 
except gold. There can be no such 
thing as a general decline iu the price 
of all commodities from natural causes. 
Therefore, we affirm gold has been 
cornered and shaved up in value, while 
everything (silver inclusive) has been 
shaved down. Let us examine the 
assertion, "Law has nothing to v°° iu 
giving value to the dollar." By law 
the monetary value was taken from sil- 
ver, and its price, by. some cause, is 
GO/4 cents per ounce, instead of 127 
cents per ounce, when the law was 
passed. 
By law, 371^' grains of sil- 


ver is a dollar iu the United 
States. 


Indeed, by law, has the rupee 148 
grains of silver, which circulates as a 
dollar. 
By law, the dollar of every 


nation perhaps differs from our dollar 
in the number of grains of silver con- 
tained in it. 
Nay, without law there 


never was a dollar and never will be. 
Today you take 53 cents worth of sil- 
ver bullion to the mint and stamp it in 
pursuance of law, and it becomes a 
dollar. 
What has added that value to 


the bullion? The value of the dollar 
is arbitrary, it is not in the material, 
it is in the mind, and the law is the 
production or the ehrystalization of the 
mind. 
If this is not so, how is it that 


the price of silver, which is a dollar iu 
the United States, by being taken to 
India and recoiued will make two dol- 
lars and fifty cents in the money of 
that country. 
Was the valuo entirely

Only §800,000 iu silver 


coined up to 1855. 
The people know 


better than this. 
Wo had SS.OOO-.OOO 


and 
£07,000,000 
fractional' 
silver 


coined,' besides the coins of all the 
great nations were by law money in this 
country. 
Owing to the change of the 


atio of Franco we had to recoin our 
rational silver light and limit its 
egstl tender qualities to prevent its 
going to France, and this was all that 
vas done. We aie to be called auarch- 
sts and repudiatiouists. 
With McKiu- 


ey for President, the champion of pro- 
ectiou for the Americans against the 
paupers of England, and at the same 
ime asking the American people to 
ihampiou the same laws for the United 
States that robbed tho poor man of 
England of his home and reduced the 
masses to paupers, is the contradiction 
of contradictions, and the inconsistency 
of inconistencies of the nineteenth cen- 
;nry. In 1816, having her banting 
and finding system, England demon- 
etized silver and established the gold 
standard. 
At this time there were 


160,000 men and women who owned 
homes in England. In the short space 


silver was stricken down. Then your 
stealthy work by your compiling com- 
missioners in 1874; your effort with 
the attorney-general to make a ruling 
in favor of gold in 1877. In 1878, 
your appeal to congress to estabish gold 
payment being defeated iu each effort, 
you repudiate tho acts of congress, you 
repudiate the attorney-general's ruling, 
to stand by the contract and pay in 
gold and silver, through your tools, 
Harrison and Foster, Cleveland and 
Carlisle, repudiate the law, establish 
and exposulato policy, strike down the 
silver dollar and thus open the doors of 
the treasury to thu looters, raiders and 
robbers of the world.
